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Worker who revived little girl honoured at ceremony

A WALSALL hero bus driver who saved the life of a 
17-month-old girl who had stopped breathing has been 
honoured at an awards ceremony. 

Steven Welsh, who lives in Bentley, stole the show at the 
National Express Group Values Awards. The awards ceremony cel¬ 
ebrates and recognises the work of teams and individuals across the 
business, which employs 47,000 people worldwide. 

On April 12, Steven was driving a National 
Express West Midlands bus in Walsall when 
he noticed a man get out of a car with a tod¬ 
dler in his arms. 

The young girl, Evie-Mai, had stopped 
breathing after having a fit and swallowing 
her tongue. Evie-Mai’s father was terrified 
and shouted for help. Bus driver Steven safely 
stopped his bus and immediately went over 
to help, prising open little Evie-Mai’s mouth, 
which had locked shut, and cleared her air¬ 
ways so she could start to breathe again. 

In recognition of his heroic efforts, 37-year- 
old Steven was invited to join his colleagues 
from across the UK, Germany, Switzerland, 
Bahrain, Spain, Morocco and North America 
at the ceremony, which was held at the Lon¬ 
don Transport Museum. 

Ovation 

During the ceremony, presenter Victoria 
Fritz announced him as the winner of a spe¬ 
cial Chief Executive Award. 

He received a standing ovation as he col¬ 
lected the award from the company’s chief 
executive, Dean Finch. 

Steven said: “I have been simply blown 
away by the recognition I have had and by the 
support I have had given to me by colleagues. 
This one’s for Walsall.” 

Evie-Mai’s mother, Charlotte Millington, 
said: “Evie’s dad and I are unbelievably 
thankful for what Steven did. 

“He saved our little girl’s life and we wish 
there was something we could do to show him 
how grateful we are. 

“I hope we stay in contact so Evie-Mai will 
grow up knowing that he is her superman.” 

Mr Finch said: “We are all extremely proud 
of Steven for saving Evie-Mai’s life. It’s not 
easy to remain calm in such a distressing sit¬ 
uation but he didn’t hesitate to help and he 
did the right thing. I was delighted to be able 
to present my Chief Executive Award to rec- 
Steven with Evie-Mai and her family ognise his heroic efforts.”

Mylee: Father 
denies murder 

THE father of eight-year-old stab victim 
Mylee Billingham has denied murdering 
the child. William Billingham pleaded not 
guilty when he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on Friday. 

The 54-year-old from Valley View, 
Brownhills, also denied making a threat to 
kill Mylee’s mother on the same date. 

He was remanded in custody to stand 
trial on September 17. 

Mylee, who lived at nearby First Avenue, 
was pronounced dead in hospital after 
being found with a fatal knife wound to the 
chest at her father’s bungalow at around 
9.15pm on Saturday, January 20.

Leader angry at 
travellers’ arrival 

THE leader of Walsall Council has hit 
out after around 20 caravans set up 
camp at Walsall Arboretum over the 
weekend. It follows encampments at 
four other locations in the borough in 
the last week. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said 
they were a ‘nightmare’ and although 
the council had an injunction in place 
to move them on, it required a court 
order which would not have been 
obtained until Monday morning. He 
added: “When they move off they leave 
filth and dirt and we have to clear up 
the mess - using tax payer’s money.”

Attempts to save the firm failed after 
last-ditch sales talks broke down, meaning 
5,100 jobs now hang in the balance.

AN MP has vowed to champion the 
Black Country in Westminster after be¬ 
ing handed a junior role in the housing 
department. Eddie Hughes has joined 
the Ministry of Housing, Communities 
and Local Government as a parliamen¬ 
tary private secretary (PPS). 

As a result of his new role, the Wal¬ 
sall North MP, who was first elected last 
year, announced he has stood down as 
chair of the 20,000-home landlord Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group (whg). Mr Hughes 
said: “Twelve months on from the gen¬ 
eral election I’m excited to be taking 


on additional responsibilities. This role 
will allow me to further champion Wal¬ 
sall North and the West Midlands with 
Government ministers. I’m passionate 
about housing and hope I can use my 
professional experience to support min¬ 
isters effectively in their duties. It is a 
real honour to be asked. 

“As a result of taking on the new role 
I’m stepping down as chair of whg with 
immediate effect. I’ve spent many won¬ 
derful years working with this amazing 
housing association and with fantastic 
people. I look forward to continuing to 


work with them as a local MP and thank 
everyone at whg for their support over 
the years.” 

Mr Hughes is a long-term member of 
the Chartered Institute of Building, and 
has spent most of his professional career 
working in construction and housing, 
having started as a civil engineer. 

He has previously said he aspires to 
become a housing minister. His new 
role is not paid and is not a role within 
the Government. Mr Hughes added that 
it would not require him to spend any 
more time away from his constituency. 


We will not rule out 
buying stadium, chief 


A COUNCIL leader has said he 
would not rule out his authority 
buying Walsall Football Club’s 
Banks’s Stadium in the future. 

The future of Sadder s’ home has 
been the subject of speculation over 
recent years, with the club understood 
to be willing to discuss a potential sale. 

Mike Bird, who took over as Walsall 
Council leader following the local elections, 
said taking on the stadium could be an at¬ 
tractive proposition but that it was ‘not on 
the agenda’ at the moment. 

The authority came under fire when it 
bought the Saddlers shopping centre last 
year when run by Labour but Councillor 
Bird said the football ground would make 
more financial sense. It comes after Sad¬ 
dlers fans won a bid their bid to protect the 
Banks’s Stadium after being granted legis¬ 
lation to list the building as a community 
asset last month. 

Conversation 

Councillor Bird, who leads the Conserv¬ 
ative-controlled council, said he had previ¬ 
ously held talks with Walsall owner about 
the possibility of the council buying the 
stadium. 

He said: “I have had that conversation 
on many occasions with Jeff Bonser. The 
income on the Banks’s Stadium would be 
a far better option than buying a retail 
centre. There are always choices and the 
choices we make is what people measure 
us on. But it is not on the agenda at the 
moment.” 

Pressed on the possibility of it being on 
the agenda in the future, Councillor Bird 
said it ‘could be’. 

The application for the asset of commu¬ 
nity value made by Walsall Football Sup¬ 
porters Trust was approved by Walsall 
Council and means the group must be no¬ 
tified if the ground is to be sold. They will 
then have six months to put together their 
own bid for the stadium. The Banks’s Sta¬ 
dium is currently owned by club chairman 
Jeff Bonser.

EXTRAORDINARY people across the 
Black Country have been honoured 
and celebrated in this year’s Queen’s 
Birthday Honours list. 

A volunteer blood bike rider from 
Cradley Heath, police officers and a 
local historian and 
charity worker have 
all been recognised, 
among many others. 

The Queen’s Hon¬ 
ours are awarded 
every year near the 
Queen’s Birthday, to 
highlight the inspira¬ 
tional work of local 
community figures. 

West Bromwich historian Terry 
Price, age 79, who lives on the Yew 
Tree estate, was awarded a BEM for 
his services to his community.

It is also an honour for the people 
of West Bromwich and Great Bridge 
who have supported my endeavours 
over the last 50 years and most of all 
my wife Beryl who has been the driv¬ 
ing force behind me during this time.” 

David Pearce from Cradley Heath 
said he was ‘absolutely stunned’ 
when he heard he had received a BEM 
(British Empire Medal) in this year’s 
awards list. 

The 44-year-old father is a trustee 
and volunteer rider for Midland Free- 
wheelers Blood Bikes Charity and was 
granted the honour for his voluntary 
and charitable services to healthcare. 

Two local officers of West Midlands 
Police were also honoured. Pc Hubert 
‘Hughie’ Treasure, from Dudley, has 
been awarded an MBE for his work 
with young people, while special chief 
officer Michael Rogers from Wolver¬ 
hampton received the same award 
due to his ‘remarkable’ contribution 
to the volunteer police force.

£7.8m centre development gathers pace

A MULTI-MILLION pound project 
to change the face of a town centre 
is making progress before its comple¬ 
tion at the end of this year. 

Work on the Wisemore Central 
development, next to Tesco Extra, is 
well under way after builders moved 
onto the site in April. This image 
shows diggers and a huge crane have 
been drafted in to help the £7.8 mil¬ 
lion scheme move forward. 

A huge pillar and sections of metal 
work to build the skeleton of the 
building have so far been erected 
at the site. The project, which is set 


to create up to 120 jobs, will see a 
60-bedroom Travelodge Hotel built 
as well as a McDonald’s fast-food res¬ 
taurant. 

Meanwhile, a further 15,000 sq ft of 
leisure and retail premises will also be 
coming to the town. 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz, who rep¬ 
resents the St Matthew’s town centre 
ward in Walsall, is pleased to see work 
progressing. 

He said: “The development is really 
welcome in Walsall. Hopefully with 
the hotel there and McDonald’s being 
built it will bring people not only into 


the area, but that part of Stafford 
Street could do with more football - 
particularly at times when retail has 
been in the headlines for all the wrong 
reasons. A hotel opening is a sign that 
people are hopeful of business in Wal¬ 
sall. I’m looking forward to it opening 
up and I know the McDonald’s will be 
really busy when it opens its doors. I 
just hope the project will bring more 
people into the town.” 

Between 100 part-time and 120 
full-time jobs will be created once the 
project to transform the current dere¬ 
lict site is complete.

11-year-old 
schoolgirls 
suspended 
over knives 

TWO 11-year-old girls have been sus¬ 
pended after they took large knives 
into their primary school. 

Leaders took action after the knives 
were discovered in the pupils’ bags 
at Hamstead Junior School in Great 
Barr. Their actions sparked alarm at 
the school, which has suspended both 
youngsters. 

Headteacher Tim Bowen said no¬ 
body was threatened with the blades 
but the children had put everyone ‘at 
risk’ by bringing them into the school, 
on Hamstead Road. 

The girls have been excluded and 
the police were called. 

In a letter to parents, Mr Bowen 
said: “School has had to act quickly 
and decisively in order to tackle a very 
dangerous issue. Two pupils brought 
large knives in their school bags into 
school this morning. 

“Although no child was threatened 
this action put all members of the 
school at considerable risk. 

“In response the school has acted in 
line with policy and procedure. 

“Possession of knives was reported 
to the police who are now dealing with 
the act. That two pupils have been ex¬ 
cluded until further local authority 
advice has been received.” 

The girls were spoken to by police 
after the knives were handed over. 

A police spokesman said: “Police 
are investigating. 

“The knives were confiscated by the 
school and subsequently handed over 
to the police later that day.” 

The pupils have been spoken to by 
the police and they are being referred 
to the youth offending team.

Gang target 
store in raid

ARMED raiders smashed through the 
windows of a shop with a sledgeham¬ 
mer and stole a quantity of cigarettes 

Police are hunting three men who 
were armed with the hammer and an 
angle grinder when they broke into 
the Tesco Express, in Hamstead Road, 
Great Barr.

Raiders ransacked Rushall Olympic 
Football Club in Walsall last week, 
causing £40,000 worth of damage in 
the process. 

Following the incident, the club 
launched a crowdfunding page in 
hope of receiving financial support to 
pay for recovery costs. 

Now, just days after the campaign 
was started, kind-hearted people have 
pledged their cash in order to help the 
club get back on track. 


In total, 40 supporters have made 
donations to help reach the total of 
£1,400 - well over the initial target of

Vice-chairman of the club, Nick 
Dean, said: “We’ve been overwhelmed 
by the messages of support and dona¬ 
tions being made.

Man is jailed for having 
sex with 15-year-old girl 


A MAN who started a sexual rela¬ 
tionship with a 15-year-old girl has 
been locked up for four years. 

Timothy Micklewright, aged 37, took 
the victim to his home on May 26 last 
year, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Andrew Wilkins, prosecuting, said there 
had been some sexual contact between the two 
before then with her sending six images of her¬ 
self, five of which were intimate. 

When she visited Micklewright and went to 
the bedroom he took his clothes off and un¬ 
dressed her before sexual activity took place, 
the court was told. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, declared: 
“When she asked him to stop he did. 

“The relationship had lasted some weeks and 
I accept there was an element of grooming but 
she sent the images without invitation and she 
never complained to police about this. He told 
them.” 

Exonerated 

The lawyer maintained the defendant acted 
out of character after turning to drink to 
‘self-medicate’ the feeling of depression that 
followed his suspension from work during an 
investigation. 

He was the manager of a bookmaker branch 
where money had allegedly disappeared but 
was exonerated by the inquiry which concluded 
it had been a banking error. 

Micklewright, who was of previous good 
character and from Proffitt Street, Walsall, 
admitted sexual activity with a child under 16 
and possession of indecent images. 

“The nature of the offence and its stigma 
means he will have to live with this for the rest 
of his life,” concluded Mr Woolhouse. 

The defendant was jailed by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz who told him: “There had been some in¬ 
terest shown by the girl but the age difference 
was quite significant and the fact is that you 
were an adult and she was a child. You should 
have known better.” 

Micklewright was given a four year prison 
sentence and made the subject of a Sexual 
Harm Prevention Order which bans him for 
unsupervised contact with girls aged under 16.

Leaving out one word can be deeply misleading 


Not just a 
store but 
a part of 
our fabric 

FAREWELL to Beatties, then. It seems in¬ 
credible to even write these words. Just 
15 years ago, that would have been in¬ 
conceivable. Back then, Beatties was not 
just a store, it was part of the fabric of the 
Midlands, a throwback to a bygone age 
when shopping was all about personal 
service and individuality. 

And then House of Fraser came along. 
The Beatties name, which carried so 
much weight in the Midlands, was casu¬ 
ally discarded on all but two of the stores 
because it “lacked resonance” with the 
corporate bods in London. The famous 
restaurant, which pulled in so many cus¬ 
tomers on a Saturday lunchtime, became 
a self-service cafe. Its quirky and distinc¬ 
tive clothing ranges were replaced with 
drab own-brand lines pretty much the 
same as in any other chainstore. 

In short, they bought Grace Brothers. 
And turned it into BHS. 

The sad thing is that recently Beatties 
showed signs of getting some of its mojo 
back. Just little touches, such as the man 
on the door in the top hat. It made Beat- 
ties feel like, well, Beatties again. 

It looks like being too little too late, with 
the eye-watering business rates being a 
major factor in Beatties imminent demise. 
Reportedly, it had been paying something 
like £500,000 every year on the Wolver¬ 
hampton store, which now seems a bit 
like killing the goose that laid the golden 
egg. Of course, business rates are set by 
national government, it still remains the 
case that an empty building won’t gener¬ 
ate much for the public coffers. 

Perhaps it is time to re-think the way 
business rates are calculated. How can it 
be right that our beleaguered towns and 
cities, which are the lifeblood of cohesive 
communities, are being decimated by 
crippling rates, while out-of-town retail 
parks and online-shopping warehouses, 
are let off practically scot-free? 

Surely these out-of-the way locations, 
which lead to more car journeys and 
heavy-lorry movements, place more of a 
strain on our infrastructure - and indeed 
the environment - than the traditional 
high street? 

There may have once been an argu¬ 
ment, in the days when a prime town cen¬ 
tre location was a licence to print money, 
for charging extra in rates. But as out-of- 
town warehouses suck the life out of our 
towns and cities, this surely no longer 
holds water. 

It is time for the internet giants and the 
out-of-town retailers to pay their way, and 
give our town centres a bit of respite. 

Otherwise, a generation from now, we 
might look back at what we have lost. 
And wonder how we ever allowed this to 
happen.

Why I’m against

The interminable credits for the time-travel 
romp Outlander (Sony Pictures TV) reveal that 
the production team includes a “dimmer board 
operator.” If they paid better wages they might 
get a brighter one. 

I WROTE recently about the hazards of ‘smart’ 
devices scanning the contents of our fridges 
and suggesting tasty menus using whatever we 
have in stock. My fear was that ‘artificial intelli¬ 
gence’ (now, there’s an oxymoron) may not un¬ 
derstand that we humans keep some non-food 
items in the fridge, including contact-lens solu¬ 
tion and suchlike. A reader draws us into grim¬ 
mer territory: “I currently have a tube of oint¬ 
ment for an anal fissure. Recipe suggestions, 
please?” Offhand, I can only think of wince pies. 

THE aftermath from Bishop Curry’s sermon at 
the Royal Wedding rumbles on. A reader takes 
me to task for being underwhelmed and encour¬ 
ages me to obey the bit about loving everybody, 
including my neighbours and my enemies. It 
has always struck me, even in my chapel-going

days, that love was rather a powerful and ex¬ 
treme emotion to lavish upon all and sundry. If 
you love your enemy what are you supposed to 
feel for your parents, your spouse or your chil¬ 
dren? I love my nearest and dearest. I respect, 
tolerate, admire or dislike the rest of humanity, 
depending entirely on how they behave. 

“THERE are many more people alive today be¬ 
cause I didn’t become a doctor.” Writer and ac¬ 
tor Meera Syal on her decision to study drama 
at university rather than medicine as her parents 
wanted. 

HAVE you ever thought what a happier world 
this would be if we were all tucked up in bed at 
10pm? The recent crop of deeply defamatory 
tweets and texts horrifying America were most¬ 
ly sent in the wee small hours and have been 
blamed variously on medication or tiredness. 
No surprises there. Most of the vitriolic messag¬ 
es that plonk into my in-box are sent after mid¬ 
night and sometimes carry tell-tale hints of be¬ 
ing booze or medicine-related.

I WAS astonished to find ‘zombie knives’ on 
open sale on Google News pages referring to 
the Croydon knife attack.

‘Blood-stained screamer knife’. It turns out to 


be an accessory toy for Halloween. So that’s all 
right, then. 

A YOUGOV survey of 20,000 people found 
that youngsters are less likely to feel proud of 
being English than older people. I’m surprised 
because today’s over-60s grew up in an age 
when Englishness was barely mentioned. Back 
then, we were all British. Then Scottish nation¬ 
alism kicked off and the reaction south of the 
border was a sort of Englishness that goes with 
tattoos, football and owning unpleasant dogs. 
Being British was always wiser, kinder and more 
inclusive than being English and there is life, 
and pride, in old GB yet. 

IRELAND voted for abortion because Ireland 
no longer does what the Catholic Church tells 
it to do. That change is partly due to scandals 
involving dodgy priests and sadistic nuns but 
also to a rare comic creation who, on a weekly 
basis, mercilessly mocked the institution.

Hospital chief confident of trust 
improving rating from watchdog 


A HOSPITAL boss says he has 
been buoyed by what he has wit¬ 
nessed since taking charge and 
confident improvements are be¬ 
ing made. 

Richard Beeken became chief exec¬ 
utive of the Walsall Heathcare Trust, 
which runs the town’s Manor Hospi¬ 
tal, in February. 

The trust has suffered a difficult last few 
years and was labelled as ‘inadequate’ by 
the health regulator in 2015 before receiv¬ 


ing a new rating of ‘requires improvement’ 
last year. Maternity services remained ‘in¬ 
adequate’. 

Mr Beeken said he believes the trust is 
on right path and that he was hopeful of 
securing an improved rating from the Care 
Quality Commission at its next inspection. 

He said the trust had experienced ‘sig¬ 
nificant emergency pressures’ during a 
‘difficult winter’. But latest figures have 
shown an improvement in its performance 
on A&E waiting times. 

During April, 87.2 per cent of patients 
were seen within four hours. The figure re¬ 


mained below the Government target of 95 
per cent but it is a significant improvement 
on recent weeks. 

Mr Beeken said in a report to board 
members: “I may have only joined the 
trust recently - in February 2018 - but I 
have seen first-hand the excellent progress 
that has been made here so far. The focus is 
now on keeping up this momentum and not 
losing sight of what still needs to be done. 

“After being rated as ‘inadequate’ by 
the Care Quality Commission following 
its 2015 inspection, the re-inspection the 
Trust had in June 2017 was an important 


indicator for the organisation of how well it 
had responded to the issues identified. 

“The new rating of ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ given in December 2017 is an impor¬ 
tant step on the way to ‘good and beyond’. 
The “outstanding” rating received for 
community services was also a real achieve¬ 
ment. 

“Maternity was the one service that re¬ 
mained ‘inadequate’ but the continuing 
drive to improve is monitored by the Trust, 
its commissioners, the CQC and NHS Im¬ 
provement and significant change is being 
implemented and felt positively.”

THOUSANDS of athletes from 
across the world lined up at 
Chasewater, near Brownhills, 
for an ironman event which 
totalled over 70 miles. 

In the end Elliot Smales ran away 
with the men’s race in the Stafford¬ 
shire Ironman 70.3 and Emma Pal¬ 
lant romped to victory in the women’s 
event. 

Things didn’t get off to the best of 
starts as around 2,300 individual ath¬ 
letes and 40 relay teams from 30 dif¬ 
ferent countries were forced to wait 
around for an hour as fog descended 
on the reservoir where the 1.2-mile 
swim formed the first leg of the gruel¬ 
ling triathlon. 

This was followed by a 56-mile ride 
through the heart of the Staffordshire 
countryside, skirting Lichfield and 
Burton before crossing Cannock Chase 
and heading for Stafford where com¬ 
petitors quickly dismounted and began 
a 13.1-mile run through town centre 
streets, finishing at Market Square. 

Delighted 

Thousands packed the county 
town’s narrow streets applauding and 
cheering on the competitors as they 
streamed through on the final leg of 
the triathlon. Athletes, spectators and 
local businesses were delighted with 
the switch from nearby Shugborough, 
which previously hosted event. 

For delighted Smales, aged 23 and 
from Leeds, who only turned pro last 
year, this was his first Ironman tri¬ 
umph. 

He said: “I felt really bad on the first 
lap of the run and thought of giving up 
but the support from the crowds there 
was amazing. That kind of reaction 
makes you stick at it and by the second 
lap I felt a lot better. The atmosphere

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RSPCA in bird feeder alert 
after squirrels get stuck

AN animal charity has issued 
a warning after two squirrels 
became trapped in garden 
bird feeders within a couple 
of days. 

An RSPCA inspector was called 
to a grey squirrel stuck in a metal 
feeder in the garden of a home in 
Loriners Grove, in Walsall, by the 
concerned homeowner on June 1. 

The squirrel had managed to get 
into the feeder to eat bird food - but 
had got his head stuck and jaw trapped 
around one of the wires when trying to 
make his way out. 

Sadly, the squirrel had to be put 
to sleep after becoming injured from 
being stuck in the feeder overnight. 

The day before, the same inspec¬ 
tor was called out to another squirrel 
which was stuck in a bird feeder in 


Old Hall Drive, Tamworth, and as she 
went to release that one he ran off. 

Inspector Beth Boyd, who dealt with 
both incidents, said: “When I arrived 


the poor squirrel was in a bad way - 
flies had laid eggs in his mouth over¬ 
night while he had been trapped. 
“Looking at the bird feeder I am 


quite surprised it managed to get in 
as it does look squirrel-proof but often 
once they have fed they can struggle 
to get out. 

“Just the day before I was called to 
another incident like this. 

“In this case the feeder had larger 
holes which did make it appear to be 
squirrel-proof - but it still managed 
to get stuck.” The charity is urging 
people to keep an eye on all wildlife 
feeders in their garden to make sure 
animals and birds do not get stuck or 
injured. 

She added: “There are many types 
of ‘squirrel-proof’ feeders available 
but it seems that a few could still trap 
wildlife such as rodents. 

“I would urge people who have 
them to check their feeders regularly 
to look out for any trapped wildlife 
and if you are going on holiday take 
them down.”

Carer who stole 

£3,000 is jailed 








A CARER, who fleeced the person he was supposed to be looking 
after in an ‘utterly wicked and systematic way,’ has been jailed for 
20 months. 

Cheru Allen took almost half of the benefits being paid into the bank ac¬ 
count of the 35-year-old victim while pocketing £3,140 in 10 months to help feed 
his £50-a-day drug habit, a judge heard. The 26-year-old worked for CareTech 
Community Services, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

CareTech is an organisation that offers support and care to vulnerable people while 

allowing them to live as in¬ 
dependently as possible. 

One of Allen’s tasks was 
to accompany the man to 
the bank and assist with the 
withdrawal of his money 
before filing details of the 
transaction in the staff per¬ 
sonal money record, creat¬ 
ing an audit trail, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

The victim seldom left his 
room and never did so after 
6pm which caused concern 
when it was discovered in 
November 2016 that with¬ 
drawals had been made 
later in the evening, contin¬ 
ued the prosecutor. 

Inquiries revealed Allen 
regularly took around 
£150-a-time in rogue trans¬ 
actions using the man’s 
bank card and PIN number, 
either making an entry in 
the official log indicating 
less had been removed or 
taking the lot, the court 
heard. The bank account of 
the man disclosed the tell 
tale time of the withdrawals, 
the last of which had been 
in February 2016. They had 
started the previous April, 
said Mr Searle. 

Allen, who was not sacked 
but left his job as a result of 
mental ill health, was not 
interviewed by police over 
the missing money until 
May last year, said Mr Ste¬ 
phen Cadwaladr, defending, 
who continued: “He is thor¬ 
oughly ashamed of what he 
did.” 

Allen, from Dabchick 
Grove, Walsall pleaded 
guilty to theft and was jailed 
by Judge Barry Berlin.

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Overhead lines poser 
sparks delays on tram 

MIDLAND Metro commuters faced disruption after over¬ 
head lines were damaged during the recovery of a broken 
tram. 

People travelling through the Black Country from Wol¬ 
verhampton were told to expect delays throughout last 
Friday. A tram broke down on the line at around 7pm on 
Thursday. When it was removed by engineers, the over¬ 
head cables were damaged in the process. 

Passengers were then forced to get off and reboard a 
separate shuttle service which would take them into Bir¬ 
mingham. This was due to only a single tram line operat¬ 
ing between the stop and its terminus at Grand Central. 

The overhead lines had been damaged near the Soho 
Benson Street stop, said officials from Midland Metro. 

During the Metro disruption, customers were told their 
tickets and passes were valid on bus services including on 
the number 74. 


Police: Now it's the even thinner 
blue line as officer numbers fall 


POLICE officer numbers in the 
West Midlands and Staffordshire 
have plummeted by more than 
2,500 in a decade, according to 
the latest figures. 

Staffordshire Police has seen a 26 
per cent drop in officer numbers over 
the past seven years, more than any 
other force in England and Wales. 

It leaves the county with 142 officers per 
100,000 population. Only Wiltshire Police 
has fewer. West Midlands Police has lost 24 


per cent in officer numbers over the period 
from 2010 to September last year - and has 
228 officers per 100,000 population. 

This dramatic drop is the fourth biggest 
of any force across England and Wales. 

It comes at a time of rising levels of crime 
in both force areas - rising in the West 
Midlands by 14 per cent last year and in 
Staffordshire by 11 per cent. 

West Midlands Police Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said the cuts ‘have 
clearly had an impact on the preventative 
abilities of the force.’ 

The number of officers in the force fell 


from 8,626 in 2010 to 6,535 last September. 
A spokesman for the force said it was mov¬ 
ing through a ‘significant programme of 
change and modernisation’. He said: “[The 
programme] is examining all functions 
across the organisation, looking at how we 
operate, whether there are ways to be more 
effective and more efficient.” 

Staffordshire has seen the biggest drop 
proportionally in officer numbers since 
2010 compared to any other force in Eng¬ 
land and Wales - falling from 2,161 to 
1,595 last September. 

The force is currently undergoing a 


change to its police model, reassigning 
many officers to serve in neighbourhood 
policing. 

Eddie Hughes, Conservative MP for Wal¬ 
sall North, said: “These figures are deeply 
concerning. As I have argued again and 
again since joining Parliament a year ago, 
people want more police on the streets. 
The West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner received more cash from 
taxpayers last year, has multi-millions of 
cash reserves, and should be using these to 
increase the number of officers we have in 
Walsall and the Black Country.”

POLICE have released 
shocking images of a horrific 
motorway crash near Walsall 
to warn people about driving 
under the influence of drugs 
and alcohol. 

The pictures were taken follow¬ 
ing the smash on the M6 earlier 
this year and show the devastat¬ 
ing carnage that can, and does, 
materialise when people high on 
drink and drugs choose to get be¬ 
hind the wheel of a car. 

The collision happened on March 
4 and was caused by 24-year-old Mo¬ 
hammed Nameer of Dudley Road, 
Winson Green. 

Nameer didn’t have a licence and 
was high on cannabis and alcohol at 
the time of the accident. 

His blue Audi ploughed into the 
back of the private hire vehicle, flip¬ 
ping it over and trapping the occu¬ 
pants inside. 

Injury 

The motorway was closed for several 
hours as a result and cost thousands 
to repair. 

Miraculously no-one lost their life in 
the incident, but the pictures illustrate 
just how narrowly all of those involved 
escaped death and serious injury. 

Last week Nameer was sentenced to 
three months in prison. 

He’s been banned from driving for 
two years, ordered to carry out 100 
hours unpaid work and pay fines to 
his victims and the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

Pc James Barry who worked on the 
case said the scene depicted the awful 
reality of drunk and drug driving and 
hopes the images will deter others 
from making the same mistake this 


summer. He said: “Choosing to get be¬ 
hind the wheel under the influence can 
have an effect not only on you, but also 
on other road users. 

“Alcohol affects everyone’s driving 
for the worse - there are no exceptions. 

“It creates a feeling of overconfi¬ 
dence, makes judging distance and 
speed more difficult and slows your 
reactions so it takes longer to stop. 


Drunk and drug driving often leads to 
serious accidents, injury and death. 

“On this occasion the people in¬ 
volved were lucky to escape with their 
lives. 

“The same cannot be said for many, 
many other innocent people who have 
died on the region’s roads.” 

The national summer drink-drive 
campaign starts next week.

Dismay as rugby club 
base ransacked in raid 


RUGBY club members have 
been left devastated after 
their community hub was 
ransacked. 

The attack on Burntwood Rug¬ 
by Club saw thieves smash their 
way into the venue, leaving mem¬ 
bers ‘heartbroken’. 

Club president Paul Rogers said he 
was ‘worried’ repairs could now mount 
into the tens of thousands of pounds 
after the raid. 

The 52-year-old said: “It’s a mind¬ 
less thing for small monetary gain. 
Having seen the footage of men walk¬ 
ing in and smashing things with crow 
bars, I feel quite sorry for them. 

“I think they are sad. If that’s all 
they have got to do, then they haven’t 
got much going on in their lives.” 

Police were alerted to the break-in 
at 3.40am last Tuesday after the club’s 
alarm system was triggered when the 
thieves broke into the venue. 

Two men, who donned hooded jack¬ 
ets, gloves and dark tracksuits, were 
captured on CCTV approaching the 
club, based in The Sportsway, around 
the time of the break-in. 

Vandals smashed a window to 
scramble into the club after failing to 
get in through the roof. 

They propped memorial benches up 
against walls to help them scale the 
roof before stealing lead tiles. 

Father-of-three Mr Rogers, who 
has been with the club for the past 
35 years, said: “We are a community 
club. Everybody shares it, there’s lots 
of community groups which come and 
use it. Everybody is feeling the pain of 
this break-in. 

“I have been overwhelmed by the re¬ 
sponse from everyone. People offering 
to help and tidy up, it’s humbling. 

“You have to be strong and move on

because you can’t let something like 
this get to you. We are feeling quite 
low and shocked but we are all rally¬ 
ing together.” 

A pool table at the club, which is 
used by about 180 youngsters and var¬ 
ious community groups, was also left 
with a gaping hole. 

Cash was taken from the table - as

well as a sweets machine - while a 
CCTV camera was shattered. 

Despite the break-in, members 
boarded up the damaged window and 
cleared the mess before opening as 
usual the same day.

A GENEROUS business from 
the region has donated thou¬ 
sands of pounds to pay for a 
defibrillator to be installed at 
a school. 

Walsall-based civil engineering and 
infrastructure firm Barhale raised 
£1,480 to pay for the life-saving equip¬ 
ment, which will be installed at Old 
Hall School in the town. 

The Bentley Lane school specialises 
in the education of pupils, aged three to 
11, with a wide range of special educa¬ 
tional needs including severe, complex 
and multiple learning difficulties as 
well as communication, physical, sen¬ 
sory or behavioural difficulties. 

Fundraiser Angie Howells, said: “We 
carry out a lot of fundraising through¬ 
out the year and I asked local companies 
if they would be interested in support¬ 
ing us in our bid to raise enough money 
to buy a defibrillator for the school. One 
of the companies, Barhale, received a 
letter through their employee, Stuart 
Smith, whose wife and daughter both 
work at Old Hall School.” 

After reading the appeal, staff de¬ 
cided to help. They held an auction 
of gifts which had been sent to them 
by their suppliers and managed to 
raise around £600. The company then 
pledged a further £900 to take the total 
raised to just under £1500. 

Angie added: “I have been trying to 
raise enough funds for the school to 
purchase a defibrillator. When a defi¬ 
brillator is used within 3-5 minutes of a 
cardiac arrest, the survival rates jump 
from six per cent to 74 per cent. 

“The benefits of having one on site 
would be beneficial for our children, 
visitors and staff, who work tirelessly 
to care for and educate our pupils on a 
wide spectrum of levels.”

Make M6 
Toll free, 
haulage 
boss says 


PLANS to direct motorists to the M6 Toll dur¬ 
ing busy periods have been criticised by a 
leading business owner in the Black Country. 

Speaking at the launch of Midlands Connect’s Mo¬ 
torway Hub Report, haulage firm owner Julian Pot- 
tinger said ‘most people will sit in congestion rather 
than pay a fiver to use the toll road’. 


Earlier, Midlands Con¬ 
nect had unveiled its 20-year 
plan to help ease congestion 
on West Midlands roads, 
with greater use of the M6 
Toll one of its key recom¬ 
mendations. 

It would mean better sig¬ 
nage to direct people to the 
toll road during peak times. 

Mr Pottinger said that 
while he understood the 
thinking behind the strat¬ 
egy, he believed far more 
people would use the road 
if it was made free to the 
public. 

“I am very much against 
the toll road,” he said. “I 
think it’s underused mas¬ 
sively and the best way to 
solve that is to make it free 
for cars. 

“That might seem like a 
bit of a retro strategy, but 
it goes against our constitu-

tion to pay £1,200 a year in 
road tax, only to have to pay 
extra to go on the toll road 
on a daily basis. We’ve got 
a road there that’s barely 
used with no cars per day 
on it. And why not? That’s 
just sitting there, it’s built, 
it’s done.” 

Mr Pottinger was speak¬ 
ing from his haulage yard 
in Oldbury, which played 
host to the launch of the 
Midlands Connect motor¬ 
way hub report. It made 10 
main recommendations for 
where improvements could 
be made across the West 
Midlands road network. 

Better signage to help 
direct people to the M6 
Toll during peak times was 
one of its most immediate 
pledges.

first time she’s danced since she’s got out. We’ve seen 
people with no confidence stand on the largest stage 
in the country and speak out with huge confidence. A 
lot of people who come do so for personal reasons, 
frequently because things have gone wrong.

And from my perspective, 
that’s much more moving than seeing people who are 
paid professionals.

C ommunity is at the 

heart of Birmingham’s 
cultural scene. And 
so Birmingham REP 
director Roxana Silbert 
is particularly pleased to 
give 100 locals the chance to perform. 

They feature in a stunning new production called 
Woyzeck, by Georg Buchner, which is being presented 
by Birmingham Repertory Theatre in association with 
Birmingham International Dance Festival 2018 from 
tomorrow until June 23. 

It stars a central character, Woyzeck, who just can’t 
get a break. He’s stuck living in military barracks and is 
forced to shave his condescending commanding officer 
every day. His wages are pitiful. His girlfriend might be 
having an affair. And now he is hearing voices. Maybe 
he’s starting to crack? Or maybe it’s just because his 
doctor is trialling a pea-only diet on him? It’s far from ideal 
but his doctor’s poking and prodding comes with the 
reward of some extra money. It’s the chance for a better 
life if Woyzeck can just hold on that little bit longer. 

Roxana says: “Woyzeck was written in the 1830s 
and we now have a new adaptation of it by Leo Butler. 

It has two professional actors, Woyzeck and Marie, 
his girlfriend, but the remaining 100 are community 
participants.” 

Theatre and dance will combine in the exhilarating 
story about fighting for a better life when everything 
else seems to be fighting against you. And as well as 
celebrating the human spirit, Woyzeck also celebrates the 
West Midlands spirit as a community with its chorus of 
100 performers and dancers. 

Roxana adds: “The play is the story of Woyzeck 
as a young man. They have a baby. It’s the end of a 
War and it’s set in the here and now in an unspecific 
Middle Eastern town, when they’ve won the war against 
insurgents. It’s a heady period when the war is over but 
normality has not yet been established. In essence, it’s 
about how they are trying to survive. He is a soldier with 
PTSD and no money. There’s nothing in that town. It’s 
about his mental health and how he’s crushed. But also 
it’s about how spirited they are.” 

The reason Roxana wanted to stage the play with a 
community cast is that the key themes of the work focus 
on the relationship between community and Woyzeck. 
“There are parades, drunken parties and 
towns.” 

And so as well as bringing the West 
Midlands community into the REP, the 
theatre has also been able to provide 
invaluable experience to theatrical 
assistants, assistant directors and 
tech-staff looking to improve in their 
chosen careers of sound and stage 
management. 

The participation of amateurs has 
been revealing. It has not only given 
them hard-to-come-by experience 
of being in a professional theatre, 
but also re-energised the REP itself. 

Roxana adds: “The people 
are from Birmingham and the 
surrounding area and there are all 
sorts of individuals here. For three 
years, we’ve been looking at this type 
of initiative where we get more members 
of the community involved and it’s been 
tremendously important for both the theatre 
and those taking part. 

“What we are hoping to do is create a 
sustained all-year round drama workshop 
for the theatre.” 

In addition to providing entertainment 
for regular theatre goers, Woyzeck is 
also an exercise in outreach work. It is 
demonstrating the creative talents of 
people from Birmingham, the Black 
Country and beyond. And the talents 
of West Midlanders is a theme that 
Roxana warms to. “This is an 
amazingly talented city. It has 


an amazing range of young artists 
but also it’s an extraordinary city 
because it’s so diverse and the 
sense of community is so strong. 
The best part of this is how lovely 
people are to each other. The 
participants are aged 16 to 80 and 
they come from all backgrounds and 
all areas. They all make a great effort to 
get along.” 

Roxana’s background was in community 
theatre and she has brought that ethos to 
the REP. 

“It’s energising and inspiring to give 
people these opportunities. You know, 
the creativity in this city is second to 
none. You don’t see the diversity 
of talent that you see in London 
or Manchester. We don’t 
know why people come to 
these things when they 
arrive on the first day, but 
over time we get to know 
them and their stories are 
tremendous. 

“We have a girl who

they will next face an unknown 
quantity in Iceland, before re¬ 
acquainting themselves with old 
foes Argentina.

Will the Three Lions be 
ready to roar in Russia? 


A few England supports will 
have fond memories of Alt 
Ramsay’s side’s famous 
triumph in 1966, but most others will 
only remember the agonising 
losses to Germany, Argentina, 
Portugal and Brazil. 

Indeed, disappointments on the 
biggest stage have haunted the 
English national team for years - 
even more so recently. 

At the 2014 World Cup, the Three 
Lions didn’t even escape the group 
stage and at Euro 2016 they were 
eliminated in the last 16 by Iceland 
in an enormous upset. 

But whether they like to admit it or 
not, most England fans are filled 
with at least a tiny bit of optimism 
believing that they can win the 
World Cup again. 

Gary Cahill, Ashley Young and 
Jamie Vardy are the only players in 
the squad over 30 years old, and 
England have a fresher, younger 
look with a new manager. 

Okay, at the back, there is 
inexperience that could be costly at 
this level, so a lot could hinge of the 


relatively old heads of Cahill, Kyle 
Walker, Ashley Young and Phil 
Jones. 

However, boss Gareth Southgate 
is blessed with youthful talent up 
front, and Harry Kane, Raheem 
Sterling and Marcus Rashford are 
all capable of leading the line, while 
midfielders Dele Alii, Jesse Lingard, 
Jordan Henderson and Eric Dier are 
adept at providing the ammunition. 

The first side in captain Kane and 
co’s sights at the Volgograd Arena 
today are Group G rivals Tunisia. 

The Eagles of Carthage are 
Africa’s highest-ranked team, but 
come into the World Cup as a bit of 
a wildcard after qualifying for the 
first time in 12 years. 

Nabil Maaloul’s men’s won their 
qualifying group without losing a 
match and only conceded four 
goals in six matches. 

In this, their fifth World Cup, they 
are attempting to finally get out of 
the group stage, but they will have 
to do it without their best player, 
Youssef Msakni, who has a knee 
injury. 


Instead, Tunisia will rely heavily on 
striker Saber Khalifa and attacking 
midfielder Wahbi Khazri, who has 
had an outstanding club season 
after being loaned from Sunderland 
to French side Rennes. 

Coming up against England and 
Belgium in their first two matches 
could be brutal for the Tunisians, but 
if they can salvage a point in one of 
those contests, a spot in the Round 
of 16 could be within reach by the 
time they face Panama. 

You may recall England and 
Tunisia met at the same stage in 
1998, with England running out 
comfortable 2-0 winners in Marseille 
thanks to goals from Alan Shearer 
and Paul Scholes. 

They will also begin as favourites 
this evening, although their 
opponents will be no pushovers, 
and as with every campaign, one 
thing is almost guaranteed - there’ll 
be drama aplenty. 

So if you’re an England fan, 
prepare to have your nerves 
shattered and nails bitten down to 
the wick.

Niro justifies price tag on all 
fronts especially powertrain 



The Niro has sleek looks and a low roofline

It has the sharp looks and family car practicality 
that you’d expect of a serious entry in the highly 
competitive world of sports utility vehicles (SUVs). 

But Kia’s 2018 Niro is different: this world new £30,495 
flagship version is the economy king of the SUV, cutting 
running costs and taxes with economy figures which 
eclipse even the most frugal of its diesel rivals. 

Officially the figure is 67.3mpg for the petrol engine 
but - and this was a surprise to me -1 actually managed 
to exceed that in real world driving. A 120-mile mainly 
motorway and A-road run returned 74.5mpg according 
to the trip computer, while on a series of shorter journeys 
the average was even better at over 80mpg thanks to the 
assistance provided by the electric motor. 

Seeing the trip meter’s ‘range to empty’ calculation 
climbing as you drive was also a first. 

The secret of the new Niro PHEV (plug-in electric 
vehicle) is an efficient 1.5 litre petrol engine combined 
with a 44.5kw, or approximately 59bhp, working 
seperately or together in perfect harmony through a 
six-speed dual clutch gearbox, as opposed to the CVT 
system normally found on hybrids. 

The arrangement is a first in the compact SUV class. 

It uses the same 1,580cc petrol engine as the first Niro

parallel hybrid launched two years ago, but with a more 
powerful electric motor and larger battery pack. This 
allows the car to run potentially for up to 38 miles on 
electricity alone - for some motorists that would mean a 
petrol and emissions-free commute. 

You can recharge the battery in two to three hours 
from a normal 13-amp socket, or more quickly from an 
EV charging point. It’s well worth the two minute job of 
hooking up as when you’re on the open road and using 
the hybrid drivetrain you get the joint benefits of livelier 
performance and improved economy. 

Using both power sources, the Niro does the 
benchmark 0 to 62mph sprint in 10.5 seconds. 

The electric motor helps the petrol engine on 
both counts. For instance you still start off on the 
electric motor, overcoming initial inertia, and the car 
automatically selects electric power during low speed 
manouvring or while crawling in traffic - all things which 
help drain your wallet on fossil-fuel only cars. You can 
swap modes manually, by pressing a button on the 
centre console. Regenerative braking, when you’re 
coasting or braking, helps to keep the battery active. 

The Niro has sleek looks and a low roofline, which is 
another surprise since there’s no shortage of headroom 
inside for a driver and passengers of six-foot or a little 
more. It also has a family-sized 427 litre boot, rising to 
1,425 litres with the rear seats folded down. 

Yet it also means improved aerodynamics and sharper 
handling than some of its rivals, while as there is no 4x4 
option the suspension is tuned for a comfortable on-road 
ride. It’s quiet too - both in hybrid and electric models. 

As well as the new powertrain, the flagship Niro PHEV 
is the best equipped model in the range justifying its 
£30,495 price. The Niro range starts from £23,135, 

Safety systems are comprehensive including ABS and 
stability control plus hill start assist, rear crossing traffic 
alert, auto emergency braking and lane keep assist. 

For many of us, £30,000 is a lot of money but the Niro 
justifies its tag on space and equipment - it’s a nice car 
in its own right - before we come to the impressively 
efficient new powertrain, with its promise of fuel and tax 
savings over the life of the car. 

With its ultra-low C02 rating of 29g/km, the Phev is 
free from car tax in the first year, with the minimum £130 
thereafter. The benefit-in-kind tax rate for company car 
drivers is a low 13 per cent. 

But the icing on the cake is Kia’s unique seven-year or 
100,000 mile warranty. 

You have to admire the Niro PHEV as a piece of 
technology, with its seamless combination of petrol and 
electric power and the smooth transmission. The fact 
that this technology is of direct benefit to owners and 
their pockets is just as it should be.

Mitsubishi’s newest model has a double-barrelled 
name - the Eclipse Cross. 

That’s probably to distinguish this latest crossover from 
the previous Eclipse, a sports car. But it may also signal 
the company’s hopes that it will eclipse its many rivals in 
the most competitive area of the car market. 

It will certainly have an impact. Its price, on-road 
dynamics and a proven all-wheel drive system for which 
Mitsubishi is renowned set it apart from many of its rivals. 

Prices start from £21,275 (front wheel drive only) to 
£27,900 for the top spec model with four wheel drive and 
an automatic transmission. In terms of size it sits between 
the companies smaller ASX and the flagship Outlander. 

At present the only engine option is a 1.5 litre petrol unit, 
but a 2.2 litre turbo diesel will follow. 

The new petrol motor is efficient, particular in terms of a 
car of this size. With 163bhp, it whisks the Eclipse Cross 
to 62mph in under ten seconds and its official (laboratory 
tested) fuel average if 40.4mpg. As we know, those lab 
test figures aren’t replicated in real world driving but I was 
pleasantly surprised by the auto transmission test car’s 
ability to consistently record 35mpg (much of it over the 
challenging roads of the Peak District). 

That was achieved while mainly using ‘Eco’ mode which 
does impact on performance by holding on to the higher 
ratios and calming throttle response. Switch off the Eco 
button, though, and the car reveals its sportier side. You 
can override your economical ambitions temporarily (for 
a nice quick overtake, for example) by using the kickdown 
facility along with manual downchanges using the paddles 
behind the steering wheel. 

Eco tends to be the quieter mode, too, with revs rarely 
exceeding 2,000rpm although even when pushed harder 
the Eclipse Cross isn’t noisy-the petrol engine is sewing 
machine smooth and the aerodynamics surprisingly 
slipperly for an SUV, meaning there’s little wind noise. 

Mitsubishi designed the stiff chassis and suspension for 
a more rewarding and dynamic on-road drive, with none 
of the harshness and body roll sometimes found on an off¬ 
road capable car, That, of course, means a more relaxed 
driving experience and comfortable ride - as good if not 
better than some typical saloon cars. If you should venture 
off-road (or get caught up in snow) a simple press of a 
centre console button engages the all-wheel drive system. 

The Eclipse Cross looks big: it’s tall and comes with the 


high ‘hip height’ for easy access and command seating 
position for excellent visibility. But it’s also sleeker, 
less chunky than some competitors with a relatively 
aerodynamic front and a distinctive rear - you certainly 
won’t miss it at night with the rear lighting cluster which 
wraps around the rear spoiler. This bisects the rear 
window, but without noticeably detracting from your view 
in the mirror. 

The interior of the top spec Eclipse Cross 4 test car has 
a premium feel, with its leather-clad sports style seats 
(electrically adjustable) and multi-function steering wheel. 

Rear seat passengers do particularly well, as you can 
increase the already generous legroom by sliding the 
‘bench’ backwards and a multi-position tilt system which 
allows them to really stretch out and relax. 

Boot space is 448 litres, but since the rear seats also 
have a 60:40 split/fold facility you also have the opportunity 
to juggle between the needs of passengers and cargo. 

Driver aids include a new and up-to-the minute 
touch screen controller in the centre of the dash, with 


smartphone and bluetooth compatability, as well as 
controlling, amongst other things, the audi system, 

There’s also a head-up display which projects 
information such as speed, adaptive cruise control, speed 
limiter and lane departure warning and cameras and short 
range lasers provide help with parking in tight spots as well 
as blind spot and forward collision mitigation warnings. 

The Eclipse Cross is competitively priced and offers 
more room in the cabin than many of its rivals, while 
outside its styling is distinctive and the new 1.5 litre petrol 
engine offers a good blend of performance and economy. 

Mitsubishi’s name is inextricably linked to two diverse 
sectors of the car market - performance models such 
as the AWD Evo and more traditional SUVs like the hard¬ 
working Shogun. The more you delve into the engineering 
of the Eclipse Cross, the more you can see this how this 
experience is combined in the new car with its on-road 
dynamics, off-road capability (if you choose an AWD 
version), with styling and technology which are right up to 
the minute.

Rest well before driving long distances 



Drivers need to be properly rested 
before setting off on long journeys, says 
breakdown and road safety organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist. The advice comes as 
families from across the UK are planning 
their summer holiday journeys lasting 
hours or even days. 

Being tired when you’re driving raises 
the risk of a collision, because you’re less 
aware of what’s happening around you. Your 
ability to react is impaired if a risky situation 
develops. 

That’s why fatigue can be a factor in up to 
20% of all road collisions, and up to 25% of 
fatal and serious crashesl. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth says: 

“We want you to ensure your holiday starts 
the moment you close the front door and set 
off, but safety has to come first. If you’re on a 
long road journey, make sure you’re properly 
rested before you set out, and build in regular 
breaks on long journeys to help stay fresh, 
observant and aware. 

“This is particularly important if you’ve 
changed your routine and are driving early or 
late - or even through the night - to avoid the 
queues. 

“A fatigue-related crash is around 50 per 
cent more likely to result in death or serious 
injury, simply because a driver who has fallen 
asleep at the wheel will be unable to reduce 
speed or change direction to avoid a collision. 
The consequences can be devastating. 

Neil Worth warns of the tell-tale signs of 
driver fatigue. “There are many recognisable 
warning signs before you actually nod off at 
the wheel. These include difficulty focusing 
on the driving task, fidgeting and frequent 
yawning and rubbing. As fatigue worsens, 
it will be increasingly difficult to focus on 


driving. Accompanying this could be drifting 
to the left or right and an inability to maintain a 
constant speed.” 

GEM offers a few simple tips for drivers to 
reduce the risk of a fatigue-related collision: 

• Get a good night’s sleep before you drive 
a long journey. 

• Build in time to reach your destination 
(or your night-stop) without rushing. Remove 
time pressures wherever possible. 

• On long journeys, take a break of at least 
15 minutes after every two hours or 100 miles. 
Get out of the car, do some exercise, stretch 
or walk. If necessary, have a caffeine drink or 


two to boost your alertness. 

• If you are driving all day, schedule a 
proper hour-long break in the middle of the 
day, as this serves to split the day’s driving 
into two shorter and more manageable 
halves. 

• Avoid driving alone for long distances if 
possible. Share the driving, and support each 
other by watching for any signs of fatigue. 

• Don’t press on into the night. Avoid 
driving at times when you would be asleep.

Old golden memories of 
Sherpa Van Trophy win 


IT was 30 years ago when Wolves fans 
packed out the city centre in a sea of old 
gold and black after a glorious Wembley 
victory. 

In scenes reminiscent of the Championship 
promotion party - just a few weeks ago - thou¬ 
sands of supporters congregated in Wolver¬ 
hampton for the team’s civic parade after the 
Sherpa Van Trophy win in May 1988. 

The triumph 30 years ago marked a turning point 
as the club set about climbing back through the 
leagues. 

Graham Turner’s side had lifted the Fourth Di¬ 
vision title three weeks earlier. And Wolves had a 
chance to clinch another trophy at the Home of Foot¬ 
ball against Burnley. Tens of thousands of supporters 
travelled down to London for the Sherpa Van final 
- proving the club’s fanbase remained as passionate 
as ever. And the packed civic parade back in Wolver¬ 
hampton showed the city still stood firmly behind the 
club despite its troubles. 

Goals from Andy Mutch and Robbie Dennison se¬ 
cured the cup and put the seal on a stunning season, 
which saw club legend Steve Bull score on an aston¬ 
ishing 52 occasions. 

Unbelievable 

Ally Robertson was Wolves’ skipper on the day in 
May 1988 and described his memories of a ‘fantastic’ 
day which proved Wolves’ remained a big club - de¬ 
spite their slump down the divisions. 

The defender said: “It was just great to be part of. 
To see 50,000 Wolves supporters at Wembley was un¬ 
believable, just unbelievable. 

“On the way to Wembley I was thinking - even 
though it is horrible thing to say -1 had played in the 
First Division all my life more or less, then we are in 
this little Sherpa Van final. 

“On the way to Wembley, you are thinking well 
‘this is just a little cup game’. Then all of a sudden, 
we were about three miles from Wembley, and it was 
just gold and black everywhere. 

“It was incredible. And I can still remember - just 
before we went out the door - saying to the lads, ‘we 
have got to win this for them’. 

“We could not believe how many fans were there,

we really couldn’t believe it. I started laughing the 
other night when I saw the first team having their 
parade through the city. They won [The Champion¬ 
ship] and are back in the Premier League. But it was 
similar for us on that Sunday after the Sherpa Van. 

“I thought ‘good God’ - it shows how much it 
means to the supporters. When you think we had just 
won the fourth division and the Sherpa Van, and we 
had exactly the same kind of celebration, it is abso¬ 
lutely great.” 

Anticipation was huge in the build-up to the game 
with fans snaking around Molineux for tickets. 

Up to 6,000 camped and queued for the last remain¬ 
ing 4,500 tickets days before the game took place, 
with the total attendance larger than an England ver¬ 
sus Scotland game a week earlier. It remains Wolves’ 
last trip to Wembley, while the crowd of 80,841 still 
stands as the Trophy’s highest-ever attendance. 

Long-awaited success on the pitch came against a 
backdrop of turmoil off it, with Wolves having faced 
liquidation and extinction in the years preceding 
the final. Northern Irishman Dennison, who netted 
Wolves’ second goal, said: “It was a difficult time for 
the club then. They looked like they were going out of 
business at one point. 

“And then I think the momentum started again 
with those couple of seasons where we got promoted 
and won the Sherpa Van. I think it was a crucial time 
really for the club. The parade the other day was sort 
of similar to what we went through as well. You know 
driving through the streets of Wolverhampton, the 
place was absolutely rammed. 

“The celebrations afterwards were absolutely in¬ 


credible. The fans deserved to get back on track again 
and that is what we were able to produce at that time 
again.” 

Legendary full-back Andy Thompson previously 
revealed how the Wolves players were stunned by the 
number of supporters who had travelled to Wembley. 

The Featherstone-born defender said: “We knew 
how big the crowd was going to be, but nothing pre¬ 
pared us for what we saw. 

“I’d never seen a group of people that big in my life 
and the Wolves fans were in great voice. It set us up 
for a day to remember.” 

Meanwhile club-record goalscorer Bully described 
the scale of the club’s support as making ‘the hairs 
stand up on the back of your neck’ 

In his review of the match, Bully said: “Unbeliev¬ 
able! That’s the only way I can describe our victory 
at Wembley, which rounded off a quite incredible 
season. 

If someone had told me last August that by the end 
of May Wolves would have won the Fourth Division 
title and the Sherpa Van Trophy and I would score 
52 goals, I would have laughed at them and told them 
they were mad. 

Dream 

“But it’s happened and it’s a dream come true. 
Going to Wembley from our hotel I don’t think it re¬ 
ally dawned on us we were actually going to play in a 
final until we got about three miles from the ground. 

“Then we saw Wolves supporters in their hats and 
scarves waving and shouting at us, and that’s when 
the nerves really started coming. 

“And to walk out for the start of a match in front of 
more than 80,000 supporters was another quite un¬ 
believable and unforgettable experience. 

“I wouldn’t mind playing at Wembley every week.” 
Keith Downing, who completed the full 90 minutes 
in Wolves’ midfield, said: “I think at the time back in 
1988 it was a revival of the club itself. 

“I suppose it is a fond memory to a lot of support¬ 
ers. It was the first sign of a recovery and the Sherpa 
Van was the icing on the cake, because the main pri¬ 
ority was to get back up through the leagues. 

Proud Wolves boss Turner said at the time that 
the Sherpa Van success had been the highpoint of the 
season.
